Phillips' arrival, who were 
called, he had not returned to conscious- 
ness. The doctors applied immediate 
rnmedies, but were afraid that the boy 
was more seriously injured than his 
Mends at first thought. 


There was no sign on his head that 


the horse had kicked him, but it is 
probable that the horse, being fright- 
ened by the falling lumbar, struck the 
boy in the head with one of its hoofs. 
However this is simply speculation, aa 
it is alsothonght that in falling, he 
struck on the top of his head. 


Tho physicians found, on a closer 


examination, that the skull was frac- 
tured at the base, and up to a late hour 
he was still unconscious and there were 
grave doubts as to his recovery.

It Stares tho Formers of America In the 


Face. 


The following facts 
ought to be 


placed in the hands of every farmer in 
the United States. 
1C they are not 


enough to create a political revolution, 
then the spirit of patriotism that actu- 
ated our forefathers is dead, and their 
degenerate cons are only fit to be 
slaves. 


Recent reports oi the Department of 


Agriculture show that the decline in 
the prices of the products of the farm 
that were BO manifest in the years 1893 
and 1894 continued through 1895. The 
Department bulletin shows the follow- 
ing changes: 


In 1890 the total value of the three 


staple products, corn, wheat and oats, 
was $1,311,000,000; in 1892 $1,173,000,000 
and in 1895 it had fallen to $976,000,OUO 
or a difference between the value of the 
crops in 1890 and 1895 of $344,000,000. 
This vast difference is not caused by 
the lessened production of theae pro- 
ducts, for there has been a gain in the 
number of bushels produced, but by 
the appreciation of the value of money 
through the destruction of nearly one- 
half of the people's money by the de- 
monetization of silver. 


The gross product of 100 acres of the 


cereals mentioned, in 1890 averaged 
$978, while in 1895 it averaged but 
$663. 


Nor has it fared any better withbtock 


raised on the farm, as the Department 
bulletin states that tho value of stock 
has declined in <m equal ratio. 


It is evident that the farmer's profit 


is all gone and that the agricultural 
classes have become industrial slaves, 
whose toil is given to enrich tha bond- 
holders and the moneyed classes. 


When, we ask, will the peopie of 


America awake and throw off this finan- 
cial incubus that lests upon them like 
a nightmare and usher in the dream of 
the old prosperity which Americans en- 
joyed previous to the criminal legisla- 
tion which demonetized silver?

the ladiea were escorted to tho plat 
form the convention rose and gave 
three cheers. 


C. A. Barlow was elected temporary 


chairman by a vote of 184 out of a total 
of 310. 
T. Hamilton was chosen tem- 


porary secretary and R. E. Bush, John 
Royal and Eugene Bradford as assist- 
ants. 
J. Heintz, E. A. Warnor and 


Clarence Foote were elocted sergeants- 
at-arms. The several committees were 
appointed, and a motion to select four 
delegates to the National Convention 
from each Congressional district and 
four from 
the State at large was 


adopted.

pice?. Doubtless the stock as a whole is 
a dwvplopineut from tha pistol handle.

After it has

wish laborious sandpapering, and'final

best cabinet made furniture. 
A gun- 


smith may spend two days or more in 
making a stock, nud a handmade stock 
of Brazilian walnut may be worth §25. 


P:aicy woods are Jiot much used in 


gun .stocks that aro to bo anything but 
show pieces. JMahcgany is too brittle for 
the: purpose, and rosewood is too heavy. 
Tho finishing has to bo of a sort to re- 
sist water, aad flence ordinary varnish 
is cot used in polishing n well made 
gnu stcck. '.Chero are comparatively few 
f'cn:-ruiths: in town that make a special- 
ty cf handmade stocks, and those are 
usually Germans. 
A gunsmith is occa- 


sionally a-sked to make an especially or- 
liuto Elect with carvings, and possibly 
even inset pearl, ivory or gold.
